Resume 

The present paper is intended to report the rust fungi which was collected 
by the writer in the island of Yakushima, south of Kyushu on June, 1-8, 1951. 

The total number of species enumerated in the list is 37, which Milesina 
(7 species ) , Uredinopsis (1) Phakopsora (lj Coleosporium (8) Hamaspora (1) 
Gerwasia (1) Xeriostelle (1) Puccinia (10) Uromyces (2) Uredo (3) and Aecidium 
(2). Among these, 3 species, Milesina Hiratsukai Y. Morimoto on Plagiogyria 
japonica Nakai; Uredo yakushimensis Y. Morimoto on Psychotoria serpens L.; and 
Uredo Horikawai Y. Morimoto on Diospyros nipponica Nakai are new to science, 
and the following six species, Milesina phillipinensis Sydow, Milesina Polypodii- 
superficiales Hiratsuka, Uredinopsis macrosperma Magnus, Xenostelle Sakamotoi 
(H. f et Yosh.) S. Ito et Murayama, Puccinia variiformis Patouillard, Uredo 
Dianellae Dietel, are new to Kyushu.
